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A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF MOBILE, ALABAMA 


It would be extremely difficult to compile a complete bibliography of 
Mobile, for a compiler would be faced with the task of stopping somewhere. 
Even in a partial bibliography, such as this one, the difficulty lies not in find- 
ing enough, but too much. 

Consequently, a limit had to be drawn; but even so, this limit has been 
overstepped more than once. In the matter of government publications, for 
example, only the most significant documents have been included. For every 
one included, ten probably have been omitted, either because they duplicated 
information or contained material traceable by inclusion of similar items. 

The chief problem of any bibliographer is the scope of his subject. Mobile 
with a two-hundred and fifty year history is a special problem, since Mobile 
has been a part of so many histories and governments—a fort, capital of the 
Louisiana Territory, part of the Mississippi Territory, part of the Alabama 
Territory, under Spanish rule, British rule, French domination, and on well- 
thumbed pages in many other chapters of United States history as well. Men- 
tion of Mobile may be found in almost every comprehensive work of American 
history, in most of the works on Louisiana, Mississippi, and Florida, and 
certainly in every work on Alabama history. Obviously, all these could not be 
included. 


Therefore, a more selective approach has been attempted. Items have 
been included on the basis of the following: 


(a) Publications by Mobilians 
(b) Mobile imprints 
(c) Publications primarily about Mobile 


Publications by Mobilians. Every item of historical or literary interest 
which the compiler has been able to locate or find a mention of has been in- 
cluded. These items include in order of importance: books, pamphlets, 
magazine articles, newspaper articles, papers, unpublished manuscripts, 
miscellaneous items (scrapbooks, diaries, programs, sheet music, etc.). 
Who, then, qualifies as a Mobilian? Every person who, in spite of birthplace 
or subsequent removal to a nother location, lived for a considerable length of 
time in Mobile or vicinity, who might have held some important position in 
the city, or who has become identified in one way or another with the city, 
has been included. For example, many of the ministers stayed for a relative- 
ly short time in the city, but their names have become linked to the develop- 
ment of the ecclesiastical life of Mobile. On the other hand, some very im- 
portant American literary figures have spent long periods of time in the 
vicinity of Mobile, but have never been more than visitors. They are not in- 
cluded unless they have written about Mobile. In short, if residence in Mobile 
or contribution to the civic, cultural, religious, or educational life of Mobile 
has been significant, then in all probability a person will be counted as a 
Mobilian. In the case of many authors (e.g., Joseph Holt Ingraham and his 
son, Prentiss Ingraham), although the majority of their writing was done in 
residence away from Mobile, I have given a long list of their works as a key 
to the sort of literature they produced. In some cases, a writer known to be 
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a Mobilian has been included, even though the compiler was unable to locate a 
single work by him—only a mention of him by another Mobile writer. 


Mobile imprints. This was an easier task, since an item is either a Mobile 
imprint or it isn’t. On the other hand, many items even though Mobile im- 
prints are irrelevant to this study. For example, letters of all sorts written 
from Mobile are included in state and territorial papers. These have been _ 
included only if they were highly significant or were representative items of 
a certain era. In one place the name of Charles Dickens has been omitted, 
because although this particular work was a Mobile imprint, it was irrelevant 
to anything else in the bibliography. 


Publications primarily about Mobile. This part of the bibliography is con- 
cerned mainly with government publications and magazine articles. All ma- 
terial having to do with Mobile (and, incidentally, Mobile and Baldwin counties) 
has been included. In many cases the author might never have been near 
Mobile. His entire work might have been drawn from other sources. Never- 
theless, if his work contributed to the fabric of Mobile description and his- 
tory, he has been counted. 

The methods of compilation have been various. This bibliography had its 
beginning when I first became reference librarian with Mrs. Emma C. Harris 
at the Mobile Public Library. When little by little her interest in Mobile his- 
tory quickened mine, an idea gradually took shape. We were handicapped by 
having no real guide to all the material on Mobile, so together we worked out 
a cross reference system which gave us access to everything we had. Then 
it occurred to me to carry this effort beyond to the materials we didn’t have. 
So slowly I collected names and publishers and dates until I had a small vol- 
ume of such entries. 

For two years I have searched document catalogs, periodical indexes, 
bibliographies, and association papers, adding a name here and there. Some 
of the bibliographies which were extremely valuable were:

Wherever possible entries have been checked in the Cumulative Book Index 
and the U.S. Catalog. Letters have been written for verification of certain 
entries. Question marks have been entered in instances of doubt or lack of 
authenticity. Certainly many errors have been made, and I hope that my at- 
tention will be called to inadvertent omissions, incorrect inclusions, errors 
in names, titles and dates. 

The value of this project is the same as the value of any bibliography, par- 
ticularly where the geographical scope is small. It endeavors to pull together 
the various media that have painted Mobile’s past. It aspires to serve as a 
tool to a fuller rendering of the history of a city which is worthy of a great 
deal of historical respect.
